Report Shows Texans 
Drinking More Beer 


Beer drinking In Texas is on the 
increase according to a report of 
the State Liquor Control Board. 
During November, 1938, the total 
consumption in Texas wfas 2,974,- 
962 gallons or .456 gallons, just a 
little less than a half gallon for 
every man, woman and child in 
the State. This was in comparison 
to 2,816,176 gallons to November. 
1937. 
Wine consumption jumped from 
155,158 gallons to 168.606 during 
the

last 
year. 
The Board stated that the con­ 
sumption of hard liquor shows a 
decrease, the amount consumed 
this November being 506,170 as 
compared to 541,510 m November,
